Many beautiful flowers were re- 
ceived during the day from relatives 
in Erving, Orange, Springfield, 
Greenfield, and Brattleboro. A great 
many Birthday greeting cards were 
received from friends and relatives 
im near-by and distant places. 

“Cheerio” in his broadcast on the 
radio on Saturday morning congratu- 
lated the lady at Northfield Farms of 


95 summers” and it was mighty nice 
to hear this reference to one of our 
honored citizens. The Northfield Her- 
ald also wishes to extend its congratu- 
lations.. 

Hester Ann (Britt) Wood was born 
at Calais, Vermont on March 19, 
1837. The following year her Fath- 
er bought the “Carding Mill’ at St. 
Jobnsbury where he supervised the 
carding and dying of wool until about 
1853. (He moved his family to St. 
Johnsbury.) 

A severe illness at the age of 10 
necessitated Mrs. Wood to use crutch- 
es for about three years, when she 
went to Montpelier where an old In- 
dian Doctor performed almost a mir- 
acle by the treatment given. Enter- 
ing the Doctor’s home in the late 
afternoon Mrs. Wood received the 
treatment and the following morn- 
ing discarded her crutches and walked 
from the building. She returned to 
her home and has never used crutch- 
es or been lame since that time. 

Soon after this her Mother died 
and two years later her father re- 
married and left St Johnsbury and 
bought the house on Northfield 
Mountain now known as the Whit- 
head property. 

A few weeks later Mrs. Wood and 
her sister, (Mrs. Catherine Putnam, 
of Orange) left St. Johnsb as the 
first passengers to ride an* newly 
built Central Vermont‘Railroad. They 
came to South Vernon which at that 
time was the end of the road. They 
re-joined their father at his home on 
Northfield. Mountain. (we 

On May 26, 18658, ..Hester . Ann 
Britt was married to Oscar Wood at 
Brattleboro, Vermont. Oscar Wood 
was the Son of Ezekiel and Almira 
Merriman Wood and lived near the 
Britt Home. 

Three children were bom to Mr. 
and Mrs. Wood, Francis V. with 
whom she now makes her home, Lois 
S.°(who became the wife of Clarence 
Turner of Erving and died about 
thirty years ago) and Loring L., who 
died at the age of three years. 

While her husband (Oscar Wood) 
was serving in the Civil War, Mrs. 
Wood carried on the farm with what 
help she could get. It was often nec- 
essary for her to work in the fields 
all day. At night she would knit mit- 
tens and socks for the Soldiers. When 
the 52nd Regiment was encamped at 
Greenfield she presented each man 
with a pair of socks and mittens 
knitted by herself. 

In the Spring of 1883 Oscar Wood 
moved his family to Northfield 
Farms. They later purchased the 
house where Mrs. Wood lives at pres- 
ent withher son. Oscar Wood died 
in 1919 at the age of 86 years. 

* On March 16, 1885 Mrs. Wood or- 
ganized the Ladies Benevolent Soci- 
ety and served as it President for 
eight years, during which time the 


Society raised most of the money | 


that was used for building the Libra- 
ry building at Northfield Farms. Mrs. 
Wood is now an Honorary Member of 
this Organization and attends meet- 
ings occasionally. 

Mrs.. Wood served the Community 
as Postmistress for 23 years, and was 
also very active in all community 
functions. 


Mrs. Wood's sister, Mra. Catherife”’ 


Putnam of Orange who is 93 years of 
age was present for the party. She is 
very active. 

Mrs. Wood has 7 Grandchildren, 
15 Great-Grand-children and 4 Great- 
Great-Grand-children.

School Bus Control 
In Bill To Legislature 


The bill filed with the House clerk 
ef the Legislature to provide for the 
regulation ef school busses in the 
Commonwealtsh will no doubt receive 
Commonwealth will no doubt receive 


The bill includes the following: It 
defines a school bus as a vehicle car 
rying six or more persons; provides 
periodic inspection of busses by mo- 
tor vehicles registrar; no person un- 
der 21 shall operate a school bus; 
that no fuel shall be taken aboard 
any bus while it carries ngers; 
that all busses shall be identified as 
such, with identification mark visible 
300 feet, front and rear; that emer 
gency door shall be provided for each 
bus, at or pear rear of vehicle; all 
doors must be kept closed while bus 
is in motion; adequate protection for 
passengers against inclement weath- 
er; no bus to be operated faster than 
380 miles an hour while carrying 
school children; every bus to contain 
adequate seating accommodations for 
each passenger transported and pro- 
viding that adequate support for 
standing passengers, such as straps, 
handles and other supports will per- 
mit carrying of 26 per cent more 
passengers than seating accommoda- 
tions; every operator of bus, upon ap- 
roaching railroad crossing at grade, 
shall stop 100 feet from nearest track 
and shall not until satisfied 
it is safe to do so. 

From these requirements it will be 
noted that Northfield is in a splendid 
state of efficiency in checking up on 
the busses now in use.

ae from my window at early 

dawn, I marveled at the change taken 

lace out there in the wood-land, dur- 

ng a single night. A miracle had si- 
lently been performed while | slept. 
In the closing y twilight of the day be- 
fore, all out there, was bleak and 
brown and pray redeved only, by 
the evergreen of tall pines. But now, 
a dazzling whiteness Bitsted my eyes 
as the first sun-beam ‘slanted its vio- 
let rays over a downy snow acene 
through the valley over the western 
hills, Veomone's high pinnacles away 
to the nerth, .and°our «own noble 
Berkshires southward. In every di- 
rection as far as eyes could see, the 
scenes were of the same dazzlin 
whiteness. I stood for a minute wit 
soul drinking in the magnificence of 
it all, ’till finally my eyes centered 
upon a near-by object, so perfect in 
all its outline and detail that my 
heart stopped throbbing from sur- 
prise. 

What I saw, was a_ great white 
cross lying slantwise with one end 
on the ground, the other raised some 
feet above. Upon the cross, a snow 
white body lay iit head bowed low 
upon its chest. (The scene became 
more like a vision now). Blood had 
dropped from wounds made by nails 
that held the hands and “feet. ‘I saw 
a gush of scarlet from the pierced 
side, and then, I knew it was the im- 
age of the crucified “Christ which I 
beheld 

Loving hands now raised His form 
from the cross, and over the shoulder 
of one, whom I thot must be Joseph 
of Arimathaea, the sacred form was 
laid. Presently, I saw His body lying 
upon a_ snow-white, spotless bier. 
Loved ores, with sorrow too deep for 
utterance, knelt in silent adoration, 
as slowly His disciples — Lazrus, 
strong and calm, among them— 
bore their precious load away, to lay 
it in the tomb. 

Soon all had left the sacred jhill- 
top, save two, who lingered, clasping 
the snow white cross, wailing an 
agony so loud it tore my heart to lis- 
ten. The others, I could see winding 
their way dawn ‘Oalvary’s ‘side ‘toward 
their humble dwellings, till hid from 
view in the gathering darkness, of 
the darkest night, the world has ever 
known. I seemed ‘to ‘sense, ‘as they 
journeyed on,—with the fountain of 
their tears burned dry from sorrow— 
how they must have thot the Lord 
was dead. Could ere such darkness be 
bourne had not in their semi-conscious 
mind, there lurked, waiting but for 
another day te speak—a silent re- 
assuring voice, sustaining these faith- 
ful souls’ with hope eternal that 
Christ, must live again. 

The temperature had risen during 
the past twenty-four hours with the 
sun shining brightly during the whole 
day before, toward evening a heavy 
fog had risen, which melted the light 
snow very fast. But during the night 
the mercury had lowered again, and 
now at seven o’clock in the mornnig 
it was piercing cold, with a sharp 
northwest wind blowing in gales from 
a quit over-hanging sky. 

I stood for a minute at the win- 
dow looking for my great white 
cross, but all I could see, was a 
fallen tree, with its upper end upon 
a clump of alders a few feet above 
the ground, lodged near its own de- 
caying stump from which it had been 
broken during a terrific gale a few 
winters ago.

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Balanced Farming Would Help 
Farmers, Says Chicago Banker 


Melvin A. Traylor Would Make 
é Modern Farm More 
Self-Contained 


Speaks From Own Experience 


Speaking before the International 
Chamber of Commerce at Washing- 
ton, Melvin A. Traylor, President of 
the First National Bank of Chicago, 
said in part: 


Like all of us, fn avery line of ac 
tivity, the farmer was deceived by 
high values in the 
time of his prosper- 
fty. In a well-inten- 
tioned, but what 
now seems at least 
an unfortunate ven- 
ture, the Govern- 
ment provided 
abundant credit fa 
cilities for the 
farmer’s use. These 
facilities were sup- 
plemented by other 
large and liberal 
lending agencies 
which, IHkewise, 
were misied by land values. The re 
sult was that millions of farmers as- 
sumed obligations out of all propor 
tion to any possible normal farm in- 
come. 

All of us interested tn farm activity 
and farm finance: must assume our 
share of responsibility for this situa- 
tion. We are learning our leeson and 
will have to take our medicine with 
the farmer himself. For this mistake, 
time and hard work seem to be the 
only remedy. Certainly, more credit 
will aot solva the problem. 

Agricultural Industry Rellef

way by which the agricaltaral industry 
could be relieved of ite distress and 
started on a course of well-being and 
profit.

we know, further, that on many farms 
in our large agricultural states, no 
gardens are kept and almost every 
article of food is purchased at the 
store, we are forced to the conclusion 
that the farmer, by and large, is not 
farming as he should. I know that 
there are certain sections where some, 
or all, of these means of increasing 
farm income cannot be applied, but, 
so far as possible, évery farmer should 
produce his own nfitk and dairy prod- 
ucts, his own meat, and his own 
poultry, raise his own garden truck, 
and can the fruit and vegetables he 
requires for winter use. 


Pigs and Chickens Help 


Until he obtains from his farm every 
item for personal consumption which 
it {s humanly possible for him to pro- 
duce, he has not done his job properly. 
Pigs and chickens and cows are worth 
more to the individual farmer than 
all the government relief programs 
that may possibly be conceived. 

Once the farmer lives at home, then 
I believe that whatever kind of money 
crop he may produce, whether it be 
large or small, the price high or low, 
his major difficulty will be solved and 
his margin of income for the neceas!- 
ties ard luxuries he so much deserve’ 
will be greatly increased. 

There is no romance about farming. 
If it is succeesfully done, I know it 
means hard work day in and day out. 
But so does any other bisineas suc 
cessfully performed. I know the priva- 
tions of farm life. They are much less 
now than they were thirty years ago. 
I should like to see every farm home 
equipped with the modern convent 
ences of urban life. I sould like to see 
every farmer with an automobdile, a 
radio, and al] other modern inventions 
which have contributed ro much to 
social welfare. 


No one is more eatitied to theae ad- 
vantages than the farmer: but the 
farmer, like everyone else, should 
have thenr only when He can pay for 
them. The income for such purposes 
will be largely determined by the ex- 
tent to which the farmer exhausts 
every possible means of sapplyi ¢ his 
necessities from the farm itself.

Business matagement, however, Is 
not alone responsible for the course 
ithasfollowed. Un- 
fortunately, it has 
had the coopera- 
tion of finance and 
government and 
will likewise have 
to have their co- 
operation in adjust-

saner course. What, 
in fact, did the 
leaders of finance 
do to. encourage 
the expansion 
which took place in 
the last decade? 
What, if anything, did they do to pre- 
vent such expansion with the conse 
quences which they certainly did 
know or should have kuown would 
follow? 

I believe their record in that con- 
nection is not an enviable one. As 
early as 1927, it was clearly obvious 
to anyone having experience with the 
granting of credit that if the situation 
was allowed to continue, and if ex- 
pansion and speculation were carried 
on unchecked, there could be but one 
end—disaster. Yet the record of Amer- 
ican financial leadership and of re 
sponsible government officials was 
regrettably one of too much silence. 


Sounded Few Warnings 


Few warnings were issued. and few 
attempts were made to attract public 
attention to the danger that threat- 
ened. Credit for the expansion of pro- 
ductive facilities to meet temporary 
demands was granted to business 
without adequate consideration of the 
consequences. Credit without stint 
was furnished to consumers to buy 
consumable goods, thereby further in- 
creasing false purchasing power and 
multiplying debt. No one called a halt.
